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WHAT NAVAL GUNNERY COSTS 

Target practice in the British 
Navy is an expensive necessity. 
Every time a 12 inch gun is fired 
bang goes 8150 of the taxpayers’ 
money; a 9.2 inch gun fires a cor- 
dite cartridge which costs $70; and 
even the 6 inch gun, which is a 
modest weapon, uses a $13 charge. 
Shells run from $62.50 to $17.50 for 
the common varieties, though ar- 
mor-piercing ones (not used in the 
crdinary competitions, of course) 
may cost as much as $130. Then 
there is the wear and tear of the 
guns to consider, and this may be 
reckoned as expensive, seeing that 
the ‘‘life’’ of each weapon is brief;

Out in Burma and the far cast, where 
sandalwood is worth its weight in sil- 
ver, the pestiferous aut is a valuable 
assistant to the loggers of that preclous 
timber. The bard and fragrant heart- 
wood alone has value, but as the tree 
grows this valuable heart is overlaid 
by a soft and worthless layer forming 
two-thirds of the trunk. When a tree 
is feiled and cut into lengths the log- 
gers let the timber lie. At once the 
ants begin work upon the soft wood, 
Which is sappy and sweet enough to 
attract them. In a few weeks, less 
than a month in the case of the largest 
butts, the ants deliver the heartwood 
free of all the worthless sapwood.

‘The woman railway detective, ’ 
said a high official of one of the 
southern lines, ‘1s a comparatively 
recent creation, but in-this new 
field of feminine work she has al- | 
ready shown herself resourceful and 
Clever. Practically every great 
railway employs several women for 
investigation purposes. Their 
names are quite unknown to the: 
ordinary railway staff, with the ex- 
eeption of a few chief officials. 

“To all outward appearances the 
detective is an ordinary lady pas- 
senger. She travels about taking 
her own ticket from place to place,

SUGAR AS A DISINFECTANT 


The fort is of considerable size, sur- 
rounded by an earthen moat, inside 
which is what is locally called a 
Druid circle, composed of hundreds 
ot stones.
